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Dr. Adams Plans To Study 
Liberty in Colombia 


Dr. Theodore F. Adams, president of 
Baptist World Alliance, has announced 
4s to visit Colombia April 15-21 in 
- interest of religious liberty. 


Dr. Adams, who is pastor of the Rich- 
mond, Va., First Baptist Church and head 
of the world Baptist organization since 
1955, plans to talk not only with Baptists 
but with leaders of other evangelical 
groups and government officials in Colom- 
bia in an effort to acquire full information 


| on the status of religious liberty there. 


“Baptists are greatly concerned about 
the problems of religious liberty in 
Colombia as they affect not only our work 
but that of all evangelical groups,” Dr. 
Adams said. 


“I hope to ascertain some of the facts 
so that I can tell Baptists and others 
around the world about the heroic work 
and marvelous growth of Baptists in 
Colombia. I want also to let the several 
thousand Baptists in Colombia know that 
they are the concern of 22-million Bap- 
tists around the world.” 


Dr. Adams’ itinerary takes him to Bar- 
ranquilla, Cartagena, Bogota and Cali. 


Other stops on his trip will include 
Kingston, Jamaica, where he will renew 
acquaintances with Jamaican Baptists 
whom he visited three years ago; and 
Tapachula, Mexico, where he will address 
the annual meeting of the national Bap- 
tist Convention of Mexico.

World Tour Planned For 
BWA Medical Mission

a three months’ tour of medical mission 
stations around the world this summer. 


The team, whose personnel will be an- 
nounced soon, will leave San Francisco, 
USA, in late June, and return by New 
York in late September. Their itinerary 
will include mission hospitals and other 
medical centers in the Orient, the Near 
East, and Africa. 

Robert S. Denny, associate secretary of 
BWA, said that the group will study medi- 
cal facilities and procedures and share 
experiences with medical personnel in the 
many points they visit.

Carolina. The truth is that this KKK 
leader has never been ordained, commis- 
sioned or licensed by any church—he just 
pitched a big tent and started preaching. 
The good reputation of Baptists furnished 
a handy label for him.

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Fiftieth Anniversary for Chilean Baptists 


DETERMINATION UNLIMITED 


By DOROTHY BROCK 


HERE WERE SIX CHURCHES with a total 
Tot about 500 members when the 
Chilean Baptist Convention was organized 
in 1908. The number has grown to 69 
churches with 7000 members in this fiftieth 
anniversary year. 


But Chilean Baptist history reaches back 
even further—to 1882. Then it was that 
a German Baptist pastor, the Rev. Oscar 
von Barchwitz, left his prosperous work 
in Berlin to obey “a voice calling him” to 
the far away land on South America’s 
southwestern shore. 


Three of the von Barchwitz children 
died of cholera during the ocean crossing, 
yet the minister and his wife continued 
determinedly to Valparaiso, at a time 
when evangelical services could be held 
only on private property behind 
closed doors. 

It seemed providential that the 
Chilean government was _ inviting 
European colonists to settle in its 
provinces, and the authorities asked 
the new minister to serve as their 
agent in bringing more families over 
from Germany. 


Bibles Are Stolen 


Among the new colonists was one 
Philip Meier, who despite restrictions 
on evangelistic activities led a sweep- 
ing revival. And a few years later 
two young men from the Baptist 
church in the city of Quillem, de- 
termined to witness to their Chilean 
and Indian neighbors and armed with 
a saddlebag full of Bibles, visited an 
Indian “rain feast.” 


Kneeling to pray before speaking 
to the crowd of Indians, German 
Lichenberg and his friend rose to 
discover the Bibles were missing. It

happened that a young girl had taken 
the saddlebag, thinking it contained 
bread. The Bibles were soon returned 
for their original purpose and the young 
lay evangelists took their text from the 
incident, preaching on the true Bread of 
Life. 


Soon services were being held every 
Sunday afternoon for the Chileans and, 
in the summer of 1816, converts were 
received into the German Baptist church 
in Quillem. In the group were Juan 
Antonio Gatica and Abraham and Mani- 
quez Chavez, who, along with Wenceslao 
Valdivia, were to spearpoint Baptist be- 
ginnings in Chile. 


Determination Wins Rewards 


Life was hard and exacting on this rug- 
ged frontier. The pioneers eked out a crude 
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living as they carved farms from forests. 
Without a mission board, without even 
a church to back them, these Baptists 
readily sacrificed meager comfort and 
good will of suspicious neighbors in order 
to proclaim their powerful beliefs. 

Legends of their fortitude and illustra- 
tions of their determination are numerous. 

A national, Mr. Aguilera, had an ap- 
pointment to preach one winter Sunday 
at a sawmill settlement. He had to ford 
many streams along the trail from his 
community to the sawmill. When he came 
to one stream that was unfordable, he 
simply took off his clothes, tied them on 
top of his head, swam through the icy 
water, and went on his way. 


Baptist Work Established 


A Scotch Baptist, William D. T. Mac- 
Donald, invested a life of the same moral 
fiber in carrying the gospel to the Chileans. 
Late in the nineteenth century he arrived 
in the country under government contract 
to teach the children of English colonists. 
Within a short time, however, the Chilean 
government was overthrown and Mr. Mac- 
Donald was left penniless with a large 
family in a strange land. 

After working several years as a col- 
porteur for the American Bible Society, 
he became affiliated with the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance work in Chile. About 
nine years later he and a large number 
of Chileans left this group and, being 
Baptists, decided to set up their own work. 

These people had little formal training. 
They knew nothing about Sunday schools 
or youth or women’s work. But they had 
the power and joy of the gospel; and 
priest-ridden, ignorant, and superstitious 
Chileans heard from them revolutionary 
good news that changed their lives. 


Southern Baptists Enter 


Upon the request of Mr. MacDonald, 
Dr. William B. Bagby, pioneer of Baptist 
work in Brazil, visited Chile, financed by 
gifts of Brazilian Christians. These two

1908, the Chilean Baptist Convention.

In 1914 the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board began sending small sums 
to aid in paying national pastors and in 
1917 named its first missionaries to Chile, 
the William Earl Davidsons. Finding the 
few Baptists very scattered and united by F 
little organization, Mr. Davidson began 
working in the capital city, Santiago, and | 
within a few years he had led in establish- © 
ing the First and Second Baptist churches 7 
there. 
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Many other missionaries arrived in 
succeeding years and the work advanced. 
Women’s work and youth groups were 
organized; a Baptist book store was | 
opened; the Baptist paper, formerly a 
leaflet printed only occasionally, was made | 
into an efficient and effective organ of the F 
denomination; and a theological seminary 
established.

Toronto Can Be 
“A Wonderful Time”

A FEW DAYS AGO I visited a Baptist home 
in a little town in. Sweden. The 

daughter, now studying medicine at the 
University of Upsala, had taken part in a 
European Baptist Student Conference two 
years ago. 

“How did she like it?” I asked. 


“Oh, she thought it was wonderful,” 
answered her mother. As we continued to 
talk about it, it was made clear that 
“wonderful” should primarily be inter- 
preted in terms of “having a great time.” 
“Wonderful” meant that a new world was 
opened for her. 


Power and Responsibility 


She realized two things. First, the great- 
ness and power of an international Chris- 
tian fellowship like ours. Second, it is our 
call each in his own place to be faithful 
in the proclamation of Jesus Christ. She 
was brought into a life of deeper respon- 
sibility and her experience of the fact of 
the working of the Holy Spirit in a hostile 
world rooted her deeper in her faith and 
made her faith fresher and more vital. 


I think of another, similar experience. 
A young couple, very gifted and well edu- 
cated, was brought into a similar inter- 
national Baptist fellowship last spring. As 
the week passed, a very marked develop- 
ment took part in their emotional and 
intellectual life. They also discovered the 
freshness and power of our fellowship and 
actually were “baptized” into that com- 
munion of saints, which is real through the 
living Christ across all human borders in 
this divided world. 


Examples like these can, of course, be 
multiplied.

When we call the Baptist youth of the 
world to the fifth Baptist Youth World 
Conference in Toronto, Canada, this sum- 
mer, one of the main purposes is to in- 
troduce this generation of Baptist youth 
to the miracle of the fellowship in Christ, 
expressed in our world-wide Baptist alli- 
ance.

‘ Convention 
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Spanish Christians Ask for Prayer 
Seeking Marriage Privileges 

Evangelical Christian churches of Spain 
designated Sunday, March 2, as a Day 
of Special Intercession and asked believers 
around the world to join them in prayer 
seeking legal means for civil marriage of 
evangelical Christian persons. 


The statement prepared by Spanish 
Christian Evangelical leaders asked specifi- 
cally that “believers all over the world... 
join them in special prayer that God may 
intervene in and give relief in a matter 
of great difficulty and concern.” 


Their paper outlined difficulties faced 
by non-Catholic persons in gaining a civil 
marriage in Spain and cited eleven cases 
appealed unsuccessfully to the Ministry of 
Justice. The department returned all ap- 
peals with the explanation that “the proofs 
of the non-Catholicity of the parties was 
not sufficiently proved.” (Conversion to 
protestantism is not considered sufficient 
proof of non-catholicism.) 


Disappointments Encountered 


“The governmental decree of the 26th 
October, 1956 seemed to provide a legal 
basis for the civil marriage of Spanish 
Evangelical Christians, even in the case 
of those who were baptized as infants in 
the Roman Church,” the call to prayer ex- 
plained. “There was great rejoicing in 
Evangelical circles following the publica- 
tion of this decree; but, unfortunately, this 
was followed by intense disappointment 
in a number of cases. 


“The Church of Rome,” their statement 
continued, “has officially admitted the pos- 
sibility of the marriage of persons who 
have left her communion and positively 
profess another religion, but has so in- 
fluenced Spanish authorities that these tend 
to demand almost impossible ‘proofs’ of 
the fact of ‘apostasy’ and the profession 
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of another faith. This is reflected in 
official instructions to the local judges 
from the appropriate departments of the 
Ministry of Justice, to such an extent that 
civil marriage has again been made practi- 
cally impossible in a number of districts. 
In Barcelona and many other places the 
legal proceedings in the case of several 
couples have been held up for many 
months, to the great distress of the parties 
concerned.” 


Dr. W. H. Jernagin 


Dr. William Henry Jernagin, one of 
America’s most outstanding Negro reli- 
gious leaders and oldest member of both 
the Executive Committee and Youth Com- 
mittee of the Baptist World Alliance, died 
February 18 at the age of 88. Funeral 
services were held at Mount Carmel Bap- 
tist Church, Washington, February 25. 


He had been pastor of Mount Carmel 
church since 1912. He served from 1926 
until his death as president of the Na- 
tional Sunday School and Baptist Training 
Union Congress, said to be the world’s 
largest organized Christian youth group (2- 
million members). 


Dr. Jernagin was one of the best known 
and most widely traveled of world Baptist 
leaders. His trip to Ghana last March 
to participate in the inauguration of Prime 
Minister Kwame Nkrumah during celebra- 
tion of that nation’s independence was his 
24th crossing of the Atlantic Ocean. A 
native of Mississippi and son of a former 
slave, he earned a well-rounded education 
and was honored three times with the 
degree of doctor of divinity. 


He is survived by his widow and two 
daughters. Mrs. Jernagin may be ad- 
dressed at 1728 Webster St., N. W., Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

THE Baptist WorLpD spoke of Dr. 
Jernagin in April 1956: “Not only has 
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this Baptist leader held membership on the 
two BWA committees longer than any 
other man; in many ways he has been one 
of the most valuable members. His keen 
mind and his kind and understanding 
spirit have championed the just causes 
undertaken by the Alliance and constant- 
ly bettered the relationships among both 
racial and national groups.” 


Dr. Johnson Resigns Pastorate 


Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, former president 
of the Baptist World Alliance (1947-50), 
resigned as pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church of St. Louis on his 27th anniver- 
sary in that pulpit. 

He welcomed more than 11,000 mem- 
bers to the church during his pastorate, 
4,000 of them by baptism. The church 
now has 5,200 members and property 
valued at $3,000,000. 

Dr. and Mrs. Johnson will move this 
summer to Berkeley, Calif., where he has 
been named to the faculty of Berkeley 
Baptist Theological Seminary. 

One of the most beloved ministers in 
the Baptist fellowship around the world, 
Dr. Johnson has become known widely as 
“Mr. Baptist.” He is a former president 
of the American Baptist Convention, as 
well as of the BWA, and also is a former 
vice-president of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. His church cooperated with both 
the American and Southern Conventions.

Rev. David Ahn, named to the BWA 
Executive Committee in 1955, is pastor of 
the Capitol Hill Baptist Church in Seoul, 
Korea, which he organized in 1954, and 
president of the Korea Baptist Convention. 


The descendent of a great Confucian 
scholar, Mr. Ahn was converted at the age 
of 12 by the preaching of the late Rev. 
Malcolm C. Fenwick, an independent Bap- 
tist missionary to Korea. He was educated 
in the Baptist Bible Institute in Kong Ju 
and the Baptist Brook Hill Academy in 
Wonsan, following which Mr. Ahn 
traveled extensively throughout North 
Korea, Manchuria and as far as Siberia, 
preaching voluntarily to the Koreans. He 
led evangelistic and revival meetings and 
Bible classes until 1945. He was financed 
during this time by his own earnings from 
the family’s apple orchards and dairy 
farm at Wonsan. 


Mr. Ahn had organized the First Bap- 
tist Church of Seoul in 1946, which con- 
gregation grew to about 100 members at 
the time of the Communist invasion in 
1950. Moving to Pusan, he organized 
the First Baptist Church of that city in 
June 1951 and served as pastor until 1953 
when the and Mrs. Ahn traveled to the 
United States to study at Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. 


He was president of Korea Baptists 
in 1952 and 1953, was elected again in 
1957. He was elected to the BWA Execu- 
tive Committee in London in 1955. 
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Gospel Ship Sails Japan’s Sea 


The 12-ton ship, Fukuin (Gospel) 
Matu, is now cruising Japan’s Inland Sea 
to spread the Christian Gospel to isolated 
island communities. The vessel was built 
with $8,000 contributed to the New Life 
Fellowship, a Japanese Baptist organiza- 
tion, by the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society. 


American and Japanese missionaries 
aboard the floating church will cover a 
comparatively neglected region of hun- 
dreds of islands that dot the Inland Sea. 
Their population is 2,000,000. 


A similar Gospel ship, skippered by 
Luke W. Bickel, an American Baptist mis- 
sionary, started its activities on the Inland 
Sea in 1899, 40 years after protestantism 
was brought to Japan. 


17 Baptists at Nanking Seminary 


Except for the 24 members of the 
Church of Christ in China, the 17 Baptists 
enrolled in Nanking’s Seminary constitute 
the largest denominational group in that 
school. Denominational membership of 
the 107 students enrolled is reported by 
China Bulletin. 


18th Church Organized in Taiwan 


Organization of the Ching Mei Baptist 
Church near Taipei, Taiwan, with more 
than 100 charter members, brings to 18 
the number of Baptist churches constituted 
in this island and under direction of the 
Taiwan Baptist Convention. There are 
more than 30 chapels and countless other 
preaching points in Taiwan which it is 
believed in time will develop into inde- 
pendent self-supporting churches. Dr. Y. 
K. Chang is president of the Taiwan Bap- 
tist Convention.

It is not consistent to send mission- 
aries across the seas to teach that God 
is love and at the same time fail to 
show that love to people living in 
America. 


Our newspapers here all show front 
page accounts of examples of hatred 
and abuse at home, and these are read 
by our African people. 


The things happening in the Union 
of South Africa and in our own South 
are doing much to close the minds and 
hearts of the Africans against Chris- 
tianity and to open the doors to Com- 
munism.

Representatives came from Li- 
beria, Belgian Congo, Cameroons, Ethio- 
pia, Southern Rhodesia, Sierra Leone and 
Nigeria to participate in this organization.

BAPTISTS IN HUNGARY 
By JosEF NORDENHAUG, President 
Baptist Seminary, Ruschlikin, Zurich 


It was my privilege to make a visit to 
Hungary, November 23-29. This time was 
spent in Budapest, with the exception of 
Monday, November 25, when I visited the 
churches in Domsod and Kiskoros. The 
hospitality of the Hungarian brethren was 
everywhere overwhelming. The Christian 
love which binds us together acros3 
national and linguistic barriers is indeed 
a reality, and nowhere have I experienced 
it in a higher degree than among the Bap- 
tists of Hungary. 

During my visit I had opportunity to 
preach fifteen times to various church 
congregations, to the deacons of greater 
Budapest, to the national conference of 
Baptist pastors, to the fellowship of pas- 
tors’ wives and to the annual convention 
which was held in the Nap street Baptist 
Church in Budapest during the week of 
my visit. Everywhere I was asked to con- 
vey the most cordial greetings of the Hun- 
garian Baptists to the Baptists of the 
world. 


20,000 Members in 100 Churches 


The Baptists of Hungary number close 
to 20,000 members in nearly 100 churches. 
The number of pastors is about the same 
as the number of churches. They carry on 
a program of evangelistic preaching and 
worship at many mission points which are 
not yet constituted as independent 
churches. The annual convention elects the 
members of the thirteen committees which 
carry on work in various fields. The 
executive committee is responsible for co- 
ordinating the work of the various con- 
vention agencies, and a smaller sub-com- 
mittee, whose members live in or near 
Budapest, functions in matters which may 
need attention between sessions of the 
larger committee. 


The Baptist headquarters are located in 
Aradi street 48 where also their seminary 
at present has its quarters on the top

floor. Eleven students live in two small 
rooms. New classes are started every 
second year. The dining room also serves 
as chapel and study hall. After the second 
world war the housing situation in Buda- 
pest was so acute that the authorities took 
over the use of the Benczur Street property 
where the seminary formerly had its quar- 
ters. Assurance has now come from the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs that this 
building will be placed at the disposal of 
the Baptists again. That will solve the 
pressing need for room for the operation 
of the seminary. 


The Baptists, along with other church 
organizations, have freedom to preach the 


gospel in their places of worship and to | 


organize such activities which promote 
the fellowship and cooperation between 
their churches. They now also publish a 
denominational paper. A hymn book is in 
preparation and they hope to have the 
manuscript ready for the printer in the 
spring of 1958. 

I came away from Hungary with deep 
gratitude to God for the living witness of 
his people there. In spite of many difficul- 
ties they are of good courage and full of 
hope for the future. They need our aid 
and support. Let us include our Hun- 
garian brethren in our prayers. 


Russian Delegates to Berlin 


A telegram from Moscow to Dr. Hans 
Luckey, president of the European Baptist 
Federation, informs him that five Russian 
Baptists will attend the European Baptist 
Congress in Berlin July 26-31. The five 
are; Jakov Zhidkov, Alexander Karev and 
Ilya Ivanov, president, secretary - and 
treasurer respectively, of the Russian Bap- 
tist Union; Arthur Mitzkevitch, one of 
the superintendents from the Ukraine, and 
Alexei Karpov, pastor of the Moscow 
Baptist Church. 


Tension in Greece 


Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, public affairs 
secretary for the National Association of 
Evangelicals in Washington, USA, reports 
that tensions are mounting in Greece on 
religious matters. 


“The history of modern missions in 
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Greece is a story of continuous persecu- 
tion of minorities by the Greek church,” 
Taylor said. He said the church has “con- 
sistently opposed the use of the Bible in 
modern Greek.” Dr. Taylor also charged 
that the Greek church “has sought to 
retain religious control through govern- 
ment restrictions on schools, churches and 
orphanages. Evangelicals are still dis- 
allowed from operating primary schools.” 


Dr. Taylor said that his information 
indicates no church can be built without 
a government permit, and the government 
permit has to be approved by the Arch- 
bishop of the Greek church. 


Prof. Davies on Rochester Faculty 


Prof. G. Henton Davies, principal-elect 
of Regent’s Park College, Oxford, is in 
the United States as visiting professor at

“We sailed from Montreal and went around the north of Ireland. At that time 
of year and so far north, there was scarcely any night. The round-trip steamer 
fare from Montreal was something over $70. There were no passports or other 


formalities. 


“The 1905 Baptist World Congress, of course, marked an epoch in Baptist 
history. It brought a realization of the essential solidarity of the Baptists of the 
world and a realization of their strength and mission in the world. There were 


great crowds and much enthusiasm.” 


Dr. Reid was at the time of the 1905 Congress a professor of chemistry at 
Baylor University, Waco, Texas. He previously had served some years on the 


faculty of McMaster University, Canada.

Church Aids Earthquake Victims 


The Baptist Church at Arequipa, Peru, 
opened its building to three Baptist fami- 
lies who lost their homes during the 
January earthquake which shook that city. 
A child of a Baptist family was among 
the 28 persons killed. Rev. M. D. Oates, 
Southern Baptist missionary in Arequipa, 
reports that despite the earthquake “our 
church has continued each night with 
prayer and study courses on evangelism 
and sacred history.” 


Haitian School Planned 


A new school will be built in Cap 
Haitien, Haiti, with funds appropriated 
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by the American Baptist Home Mission 
Boards. The school is planned for a beauti- 
ful piece of land given by the Government 
of Haiti, along Bay Boulevard and is 
expected to open up new doors to an 
educational ministry in Haiti. 


Bible is Silent Witness 


In the front window of the Baptist 
book store in Torreon, Mexico, is an open 
Bible. Each day a page is turned, and 
scores of people who have no Bible of 
their own stop to read God’s Word as 
they go to and from work. 


First Nurses Graduate 


The first class of student nurses was 
graduated from the School of Nursing of 
the Baptist Hospital in Asuncion, Para- 
guay, in December. The hospital, sup- 
ported by Southern Baptists, was opened 
to the public in January, 1953. Its first 
nursing class consisted of seven young 
women.

Negro Named Council Head 


The Protestant Council of the City of 
New York has elected Dr. Gardner C. 
Taylor, pastor of Concord Baptist Church, 
Brooklyn, as its president. Dr. Taylor, 39, 
is the first Negro ever to fill this office. 
He also is the first Baptist and the young- 
est minister ever to head the Council which 
is an official agency for cooperative work 
among 1,700 Protestant churches of 31 
denominations in the New York metropoli- 
tan area.

Emphases is being 
placed on personal work, and every church 
has been asked to select, as a minimum, 
one personal worker for each 25 members. 
Clinics will be held for these workers 
for three days in March. Rev. Malcolm W. 
Stuart is chairman of the crusade’s steer- 
ing committee. 


ABC Group Tours Orient 

A group of 19 American Baptists are 
making an air tour of the denomination’s 
mission areas in Asia. Led by Dr. August 
M. Hintz, pastor of the North Shore Bap- 
tist Church in Chicago, the group will 
visit Baptist mission work in India, Burma, 
Thailand, Hong Kong, the Philippines and 
Japan. 

The group also will stop in England, 
France, Italy, Israel and Lebanon. The 
Rev. Edwin H. Tuller of New York, 
general director of the Council on Mis- 
sionary Cooperation for the ABC, is in 
the party.
